Washington, March 13.
The many who could not sec Presi-

deut McKinley yesterday because of
the curtailrneut of receiving hours
through the Cabinet Besston, came to¬

day. Senators and Representatives;
made their appearance between ten
o'clock and noon while those who do not
hit in tho national legislature endeav¬
ored to see the President during the
ensuing hour. The two Minnesota
Senators, Messrs. Davis and Nelson,
urged the President to appoint L. K.
Hunt, of Maukato, Minn., as public
printer. Senator Cullorn said, however,
wbeu he came out of the President's
room, that the place would goto Krank
M. Palmer, of Illinois, who held the

position under the Harrison admiuis
nation. Representative McOlollan, <<f
N.s\v York, came with Senator Murphy
mid the hitter's little daughter. Nat¬
urally the Senator and the son of the
Union general had nothing to expect,
except a cordial greeting. They were

not disappointed. Col. Hick Bright,
the democratic sergeant at-arms of the
republican Senate, escorted Senator
Morgan and his now colleague, Mr.
Pettus. They merely paid their res

Decte. Sir Julian Pauncefote, exercis¬
ing his prerogative as an ambassador,
came personally to the White House to

see the President, and when he did not

lind him in the Blue Room, where am¬

bassadors are received, went up .stuir^
to obtain entrance to the President's
office through the Cabinet room.

Shortly after noon, when the crowd ol
'.persons other than Senators and Rep¬
resentatives" was greatest, the doors ol
the President's room were thrown open
and everybody admitted. This proved
effective in getting rid of tho thront;,
for most of the visitors did not care to

tell their business to the President in the
presence ofSO many ot her importunali s,
and therefore cut short what they bad
to say.

He
was t he Tiler not only of all the blue
lodges, in Richmond, but also of all of
the royal arch chapters and the two
commanderies of Knights Templar.
Dennis Shechan, a well-known citi¬

zen of Clarke county, died at his home,
one mile north of Berry ville, on Thurs¬
day, aged eighty-eight years. Mr. Shee-
ban was a native of Cork, Ireland, com¬

ing to this country when nineteen
yours of age, and had been a resident of
Clarke county over sixty years. Mr.
Shechan walked to Borryville on Tues¬
day aud was apparently well until
shortly before his death.

ports. France, it is uuderstood, is the
ouly power showing any reluctance to
take part in a blockade, and if she re¬
fuses to participate the blockade will
be undertaken without her.

i Madrid, Mar. 13..Carlist agitation
is spreading rapidly in the northern
part of Spain. Armed bands of Car-
lists are being pursued by troops in the
province of Teruel.

tates, with an annual rent roll of $1,-
500,000. In addition, the litigant, if
successful, would acquire the title of a

sum close on $15,000,000, at present
lying in chancery. The property is
situated in south Wales.
A report is current in society that

the young Duke of Manchester will
eventually marry the eldest daughter
of Mr. Wm. Waldorf Astor. The
Duke's mother was formerly Miss Con-
suelo Yznaga, of New York.
Berlin, March 13..The budget

committee of the Reichstag has rejected
the government's demand for an extra
credit for the purpose of building two
additional cruisers.
London, March 13..The British

steamer Normand, from Newport for
Bilbao, has been wrecked in the Bay of
Biscay, and her crew drowned.

Apia, Samoa, Feb. 21..War has
again broken out. The rebels have
i ttaeki J the Loyal Islands of Maueno
and Apolima, driving out all inhabitants
and sacking the Mormon mission under
charge of Foster ClufT, of Arizona.
The government is in nightly fear
of an attack on Mulinu, the capital,
and the loyal district about Apia.
The American consul-general protest¬

ed to the government, and it is believed
this steamer carries appeals of the

near White House Lauding, Va.,
by a picked guard of the Eleventh
Pennsylvania Cavalry, on May 3, 1SG3.
Ho had been wounded, and had gone
home to recuperate. The Union forces
heard of his preseuce at home and sur¬

prised and captured him a few days
later. Geners.l Wool, then commander
at Fort Monroe, exchanged General
Lse for three prominent Union oflicers
who had bo-en selected from prisoners
in Libby Prison to be shot in retaliation
for the execution of three guorrilas by
I'nion troops. The saber, scabbard and
belt which Mr. Harmon has were taken
by Houry Workliue, of Newark, one of
Lee's captors, carried by him to the end
of tho war, and then exchanged for a
sword Mr. Harmon carried. The latter
prizes Lee's saber, and has refused
several oilers for it from relic hunters.

The brewery was gutted
by fire several months ago, and ODly the
beer in the deep cellar was saved.
After filling themselves with beer the
maruders started fights among them¬
selves, and sticks and stones Hew about
like hail. One Polish woman, in en¬

deavoring to get her husband home, was
set upon by a mob. She grabbed a big
piece of iron and laid out several of the
rioters. Many Polanders were armed
and threatened to shoot whoever inter¬
fered. They drank and fonght amoDg
themselves all night, and many required
medical attendance this morning. They
are still in possession of the building.
The entire police force has been sent to
the scene and many arrests have been
made.

Big Car Wheel Combine.
chicago, March 13..The Steel Tired

Wheel Company is the name of a cor¬

poration which contemplates the con¬
trol of the entire Bteel car wheel pro¬
duction of the United States and
enough of the European output to pro-
vent competition. The new compamy
will have headquarters in New York
city. There are nine steel-tired wheel
plants in operation in the United States
and practically the only foreig 1 compe¬
tition is tüat of the Krupp works of
Germany, which has a representative
in the United States.
